The preirie premiers at Ottawa asked only that 
the Dominion continue to give the measure of 
assistance it has been giving toward the relief of the 
unemployed in these provinces. 

The request was moderate, to the point of being 
inadequate. They might well have asked for more, 
and will have to do that later on unless there is a 
remarkable change in business and employment 
conditions during the summer. The provinces and 


municip-lijies cannot carry through next winter 
with the measure of federal help they got last 
winter, if the burden is approximately the same. 

It was apparently thought best to leave the 


matter of next winter's relief problem until winter 
approaches and it is seen what the 
then be. But it is to be hoped the premiers will 
make plain to the federal authorities that the “stand 
pat” arrangement is good only for the summer, and 
some different division of the cost will be necessary 
if conditions do not in the meantime improve very 
decisively. 

At least the presentation of this request should 
disabuse the federal officials of any that the 
time has come to start “tapering off’ their relief 
contributions. There have been persistent rumors 
that such was the intention at Ottawa. The pro- 
vincial premiers should tell the authorities there 
exactly what the withdrawal of federal assistance

anywhere or resort again to boy-cotting Japanese 
goods. 

The words “North China” y be struck from 
the map and the geogrephic vocabulary. There 
isn't any such area now, unless Japan chooses to 
leave the barren wastes of Mongolia to perpetuate 
the name. 


DON’T PENALIZE AMBITION 

Students who write on departmental examina- 
tions this year will be taxed one dollar less than 
the usual fee, Ordinarily the fees are $5, $6, and 


| 
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$7, according to the grade of the student. This 
year they will be $4, $5, and $6. 

The Minister of Education makes the definite 
statement that the Government does not make a 
profit on the holding of the examinations. The 
fees are calculated to do no more than meet the 
cost of preparing and marking the papers and 
conducting the examinations. Most of the money 
goes in fees to teachers who do the marking. That, 
he says, will be the case this year, as in other years. 

There has been a rumor that the marking would 
be done this year mainly by the inspectors, without 
extra pay. The Medicine Hat school board accord- 
ingly intited other boards to join in a request that 
the fees be sharply reduced. The statement of the 
Minister shows that the petition was based on a 
misunderstanding, and that to make a further 
reduction woul mean a deficit. 

Even so, it would be entirely warrantable to 
chop another dollar off the fees. At the presently 
reduced rate the fees will be a far more serious 
matter to many students and their parents than 
the higher fees were in normal times. It is pos- 
sible, even to the point of being probable, that a 
considerable number of students will not be able 
to write because they cannot get the money to pay 
the fees. 

It would be a disgrace to the province of Alberta 
if that occurred, Better a deficit in the funds than 
put an impassable barrier in the way of poor boys 
and girls who have ambition enough to want to get 
an education.

THE FIGHT AT RIDGEWAY 

On this date, in 1866, the Fenian 
invaders, under “General” O'Neil), 
were routed at Ridgeway on the 


Niagara frontier and driven back 
to Buffalo. Sometimes when old 
timers mention this battle there is 


a sneer on the lips of the younger 
generation. “Call that a fight?” 
said a man who had fought in 
France with the C. E. F., on one 
Victoria day when we were dec- 
orating the monument in Queen's 
park, Toronto, to the men who 
fell at Rirdgeway: “Why it was 
nothing but a dog fight. Battle, 
indeed! Scrap, if you like, but 
battle, no!” 

He may have been right from 
his point of view, but to the men 
who took part in the action at 
Ridgeway it was a very real 
battle, and has always been so re- 
garded by the people of Ontario 
whose homes it saved from pill- 
age 

The Queen's Own regiment of 
Toronto, and the Thirteenth of 
Hamilton, did the fighting for 
Canada. The former had 7 killed 
and 421 wounded, two of them 
died a few days later, and on the 
regiment's return to Toronto on 
June 18, it was rewarded by the 
following letter:— 

“I am directed by His Excel- 
lency the commander-in-chief to 
express to you his thanks for the 
gallant conduct displayed by you 
and the battalion under your 
command on the occasion of the 
action near Ridgeway.’

Four years later, in 1870, the 
same O'Neill tried to invade the 
Eastern Townships of Quebec but 
was driven off by a Montreal reg- 
iment and the Huntingdon militia. 
In 1871 he tried again in Mani- 
toba, with one O'Donoghue, who 
had been a lieutenant of Riel in 
1869-70, but on the latter occa- 
sion was chased by U. S. cavalry 
and taken back to stand his trial 
for breach of the neutrality laws. 


Canada was never compensated 
for these raids by American citi- 
zens. Sir John Macdonald, at the 
Washington conference of 1871, 
tried hard to secure compensa- 
tion, but the Americans, insistent 
though they were that they must 
be compensated for the Alabama 
affair actually declined to even 
discuss the Fenian raids, much to 
Sir John’s indignation, he writing 
to Ottawa:— 

“Canada feels very sore about 
the Fenian claims, which were 
withdrawn to suit imperial inter- 
ests; practically she has now no 
remedy against the United States. 

. Here we see across our border 
a British commission investigat- 
ing the claims of all British sub- 
jects except those of Canada and 
the Canadians, claims which we 
all think at least as well founded 
as any of those which will be 
adjudicated upon at Washington. 
You can fancy the irritation that 
this causes and the extent of the 
feeling that Canada has been sac- 
rificed all round for the sake of 
cobbling up an inglorious peace 
with the United States.”

THE EXCHANGE RACKE1 

Editor Bulletin: Adverting to 
the topic of the letter of 31st inst., 
and your editorial comment of 
the Journal, which stated that “It 
is hardly necessary to enter once 
more into the broad question sais- 
ed,” in disputing the justice of 
exchange rates. The writer would 
humbly point out that each day 
marks a change in the whole is- 
sue, and that the attitude of the 
civic authorities in undertaking 
to pay the “extortion” is entirely 
unjustified, in the light of the 
facts of today 

First—The fact that the minis- 
ter of finance of Canada has im- 
posed a tax on premiums collect- 
ed by Canadian investors by their 
demand of U. S. funds, shows that 
a change has taken place even in 
his conservative attitude 

Second—The fact that U. $ 
paper has no gold behind it by 
express act of that government 
places the money of that country 
in the same clags as our own. 

Third—The fact, which was 
clearly stated by Mayor Davi- 
son of Calgary, that payments in 
U. S. funds on Calgary's $2,100,- 
000 odd debentures maturing at 
the beginning of this year, were 
demanded by Canadian investors, 
who constituted over 90 per cent. 
of those to whom the money was 
owing, shows that the “exchange 
extortion” is a Canadian finan- 
cial racket and is in no way 1e- 
lated to the exports balance or 
the debt balance due Canada in 
the US 

Fourth—It has been well point- 
ed out in your editorial of same 
date that the British pound rose 
from $341 US. dollars from 
March ist to $4.97 on May 29th, 
registering a gain of 56 cents. 


During the same period the 
Canadian dollars increased but 
4% cents, while if its increase 
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had been in same ratio to that 
of the pound it would heve in- 
creased 13 cents 

Fifth—The Federal government 
actually agreed to exchange gold 
for Federal ‘legals’ to the City 
of Calgary, and by doing 
placed the Canadian dollar in a 
better position than the gold- 
embergoed U.S. dollar. 

These recurring items of news 
of the actions of the various gov- 
ernments show how reactionary 
the attitude of Edmonton is. A 
notion seems to exist that the 
exchange rate is something set by 
Congress or the Senate, or agree- 
U.S. creditors and 
Canadian debtors. The exchange 
resuits from a failure 
of our government to inform all 
bondholders that their 
debtors pay them in the 
currency of their common coun- 
try 

The of these creditors 
to accept payment in the money 
of their own country is a not in- 
considerable factor in keeping the 
Canadian dollar below that of the 
US. Strong, united action by 
the cities and provinces is all that 
is required to puncture the 
racket. To argue that there is a 
tincture of repudiation in that 
too foolish an argu- 
ment to require an answer. The

Music is the universal language, but the new 
Canadian Radio Commission don't seem to know 
so. Judging by the programs that have been ar- 
ranged of late, the Commission seems to think that 
music as an expressive art belongs peculiarly to 
Toronto and way points east. 

Nightly the Commission's announcer informing 
us of the programs to come, mentions the names 
of musical aggregations hailing from Ottawa, 
Quebec, Montreal, Toronto or other eastern points. 
1 haven't heard very much about western artists 
being invited. Perhaps the new radio czars are not 
aware that music flourishes in the west.

There is no finer ensemble in the country than 
the Vancouver Symphony Orchestra. It maintained 
a high standard of musical endeavor long before 
the Canadian Radio Commission was ever thought 
of. Yet music lovers have been privileged to hear 
this magnificent aggregation of musicians but 
twice since the Commission came into being. On 
its last presentation over the ether, the orchestra 
was assisted by a ‘cellist of world-wide repute, 
Mischel Cherniavsky, and that at no extra cost to 
the Commission. 

The coast city also boasts a concert ensemble of 
exceptional musical ability whose members have 
devoted all their lives to music. Not only are most 
of the musicians in Will Edmunds’ concert band 
from British military organizations; it numbers 
no less than three former British military band- 
masters among its players. I haven't heard of this 
organization being invited on a program, though 
musically it is much superior to some of the newly 
formed eastern orchestras that seem favored by the 
Commission. 

*  @ 

Music ought not to be sectional. The west has 
heard with pleasure programs supplied by eastern 
culture; it is only fair that the east should hear 
something of what the west has produced in 
musical advancement. 

It’s putting it on too low a basis to suggest that 
fees are drawn from the west as well as drom the 
east. It’s more honoring to our musicians as well 
as more fair to the Commission to remind the latter 
of the high standard of musical accomplishment 
attained by cities like Regina and Vancouver, 
which have become centres of musical education, 
and each of which can boast of possessing a sym- 
phony orchestra that deserves to be heard across 
the breadth of Canada. 

I know it’s true in my own profession that if one 
wants to pick a plum from the patronage tree, one 
must move eastwards. It probably is not patronage 
in the vulgar sense that has prompted the Com- 
mission to so strongly favor eastern and French 
programs and performers. It may be ignorance of 
western accomplishment. It would be a great pity 
if these organizations of musicians who have done 
so much for music in the west, have to move to 
Toronto or Ottawa in order to get engagements 
from the Radio Commission.

And now it is alleged on good authority that 
there are several organizations in New York 
which guarantee to radio artists any number of 
fan mail letters from all sections of the country 
for a given fee. 

What a racket! Isn't that a honey?

It isn’t a honey for the advertiser who puts 
up his money in the belief that all the fan mail 
letters he is shown o1 told of, are genuine. Radio's 
talk of its “millions of listeners” isn't swallowed 
whole any longer. Surveys in some of the big 
American cities are said to show that radio has 
about one-tenth of its claimed “circulation”"—and 
even it can turn the dial when the advertising talk 
begins. 


The printed word still reigns as the world’s best

No subject is of more widespread, and even 
urgent interest today than the gold standard. While 
it functioned, we took it for granted, as we take 
for granted the policeman on his beat. The whole 
world suffers today because it is functioning no 
longer. 

In ordinary times these two institutions, the gold 
standard and the policeman, wear an air of perman- 
ence and even of naturalness, which easily leads us 
to forget what a short history lies beRind each of 
them, For the policeman was created by Sir Robert 
Peel as lately as 1829; and the gold standard, which 
may be dated, so far as Britain is concerned, trom 
1821, only became international fifty years later, 
and was only widened in 1879, so as to brink the 
United States within its scope. 

When the gold standard broke down, in the fate- 
ful weekend of 1914, which witnessed the German

kindly give me some information about yellow 
jaundice, its cause and cure, and how long it lasts 
if taken care of immediately?” 

ANSWER: Jaundice may be caused by a serious 
diseas¢ of the liver, such as cancer or corrhosis, but, 
when it first appears, it usually is caused by catar- 
rhal inflamation of the bile ducts or by the bile 
being stopped through the obstruction caused by 
gall stones. The treatment which I would suggest 
would, of course, depend upon the cause found 
through an examination; but on general principles, 
a fruit fast would be effeciive in stimulating the 
flow of bile and removing the jaundice at least 
temporarily. 

QUESTION: Tomlinson E. writes: . ‘I hav¥® been 
troubled with psoriasis for a number of years, and 
have tried electric treatments, salves, ointments, 
lotions, etc. which have done no good. Even sev- 
eral skin specialists failed to help me.” 

ANSWER: Your trouble can be entirely cured 
if you will follow the correct dietetic regimen.

spending $133,932.91. Quebec 
was second with receipts of 
more than $41,000 and expen- 
ditures of more than $42,000, 
and British Columbia was 
third. Alberta took fourth 
place in the dominion, having 
raised $18,238.07, and spent 
$18,240.11. These included all 
local as well as national ef- 
forts of the chapters. The 
total amount spent in the 
chapters during the year was 
$276,237.25 The need of cor- 
rect and detailed statements 
of all monies raised and spent 
for head office was stressed 
by the treasurer.
